Kew Y ork, July 2—The American 
Aeronautic Society has been formeJ to 
astint Prof. Kiog in b’s aeronautic experi­ 
ments at the senhors ibis winter, and in 
determining tbe’poesibility oi aerial navi­ 
gation to Europe. An amphitheater bas 
been built on Manhattan beach, which, 
with the two balloons, eszh of a diameter 
of eixty-five feet and a caf icily of 100,000 
feet of ges, the gas-works where the hy­ 
drogen gas is made, the engine, hoisting 
apt tralus and machinery hrs cost nearly

son. There are two balloons, but one only 
is raised at a time. The balloon, when in­ 
flated, Is spencal In shape, and when at- 
tr~hed to the car a* ads fully ninety feet 
from the earth. 
The balloon ?s constructed of two thick­ 
n e s s of me best Irish linen, sewed with 
silk, and stayed in the strongest manner. 
The netting is of soft but strong material. 
The car is of wicker-work, into which the 
suspensoiy ropes are woven in a net-work. 
The cable which holds the balloon is one 
and cne-half inches in diameter, aud •« 
12°J feet loog. It permits the balloon to 
ascend to the height of nearly a quarter of 
a mile, and at the rate of three hundred 
feet a minute. A self-regulating dynamo­ 
meter apaches the cable to the bal­ 
loon, and the columa of mercury within 
the instrument, rising to a height of three 
feet, indicates the strata uppo twenty tons, 
the capacity of the cable, an'd it will show 
exactly the increrse or diminution in as­ 
censive power of the gas in the ballon un­ 
der the varying conditions of the atmos­ 
phere. The hoisting apparatus comprises 
a twenty-five horse power engine, (toiler, 
steam windlr s and pulley. The windlass, 
around which the cable passes, is thirteen 
feet long, and b&9 a double independent 
gearing, air brake and automatic check, 
acting independently of the engineer, as 
the cable reaches if« extremity. 
The gas 
works are able to produce over 15,OC J feet 
of hydrogen gas an hopi-. 
“Fortified by my observations/’ said 
Prof. King tc-aay, “which I shall make in 
all hours of the day aud night and under 
all conditions of the weather, I propose to 
endeavor to reach the coast «>t Europe by 
balloon. To accomplish this I will,require 
«n air ship of fully 303,009 feet capacity, 
and it will be so constructed es to preserve 
cs buoyant power at least a month.

construction of this balloon will not be 
undertaken before 
another 
season, but 
I some time this season it is my intention to 
I dispatch a large balloon provided without 
parseogers, but provided with an automatic 
principle and under the same conditions in 
which I expect to make the dr jisive voy­ 
age. I hope my idea may be demonstrat­ 
ed in advance by the se*e arrival of the 
empty balloon on the et stern shores of the 
Atlantic,

I he toil of the world should continually 
decrease. Of what use are your inventions 
if no burdens are lifted from industry—if 


d o additional comfort find their way to 
the home of labor ? 
Why should labor fill the world with 
wealth and live in want ? 
Every labor-saying machine should help 
the whole world. Every one should tend 
to shorten the hours of labor. 
Reasonable labor Is a source of j ty. To 
work for wife and child, to toil lur those 
you love, is happiness provided you can 
make them happy. But to work like a 
slave— 
see your wife ,»’id children rn 
rigs—To sit at a table where food is coarse 
aud s tirce, to rise at lour rn the morn I 
mg—to work all day and throw your bom s , 
on a miserable bed at night—to live with­ 
out leisure, without r'lt—without making ! 
ihose you love comfortable and happy— j 
thts is not living—itj is dying, a slow lin­ 
gering crucifixion. 
The hours of labor should be shortened, j 
With theyastand wonderful improvements j 
of the nineteenth century, there should not ; 
only be the nesersanes of lite for those who 
toil, but comforts &Dd luxuries as well. 
What is a reasonable price fdr labor ? I 
answer: Such a price as will euible a nuu 
to live ; to have the comforts of life ; to 
lay by something for his declining years , 
so that he can have his own horn3, his own 
fireside—so that he can have the feelings 
of a man. 
I sympathize with every honest effort 
made bv the children of labor lo improve 
their condition. That is a yoorly govern­ 
ed country in which those who do the 
most have the Ie?st. There is something 
wrong when men have to beg tor leave lo 
toil. 
We are not yet civilized people. 
When we are, pauperism and crime will 
vauiab from our laod. 
There is one thing, however, of which I 
am glad and proud, and that Is, that society 
rn our country is not petnfl J ; that the 
poor are not always poor. The children of 
the poor of this generation may and prof- 
ably will be neb of the next. The sons of 
the rich of this generation may be poor of 
the n ext; so, alter all, the rich fear and 
the poor nope. 
It is the glory of the United States that 
the poor man may take his son on his knee 
and say,’My son, all the avenues of dis­ 
tinction are open to you. 
You can rise 
There is no station, no position, to which 
you may not aspire. The poverty ot 
your father will hot be a millstone around 
your n*xk. 
'The public schools are open 
to you. 
For you there are education, 
honor, fame and prosperity." 
These thoughts render holy every drop 
of sweat that rolls down the face of honest 
toil.

I sympathize with the wanderer, with 
the vagrant out of employment, with the 
sad and weary men who are seeking for 
work. 
When I see one of these men, poor 
and friendless—no matter haw bad be is, I 
think that somebody loved LimoDce —

her smile. I see him in the cradle, listen­ 
ing to lullabies, sung soft and I »w, and his 
little face ?s dimpled as though by the rosy j 
fingers of Joy.

OBITUARY. 


REV. O. F. CURTIS. 
Last Saturday the Gazette chronicled the 
fact that Rev. O. F . Curtis had reached 
life’s end. 
“Father Curtis”, as he was 
familiarly known, was prominently con - 
nected with the early history of Wisconsin 
He was boro in Hanover, N. II., in 1801, 
and at the age of twenty-four years dedi­ 
cated his life to the ministry. After seven 
years of labor in Northern Vermont, dur- 
whtch time he met with great success, he 
removed to the West, and in 1835 preach­ 
ed in Canton, IU., then in Chicago, Racine, 
Kenosha, Waukesha and Alii Waukee.

Of these lime 
Rev. Jeremiah Porter is now the only sur­ 
vivor. Later in life Father Curtm aborcd 
four years in Shopiere, thirteen years at 
Emerald Grove, four years among the 
Seneca indians m New York, and nine 
years in Dover, 111. Wherever he worked, 
revivals were caused, and great religious 
interest, and he wa9in great demand es an 
evangelist.
